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PINE BLISTER RUST

GENTLEMEN :— 


In accordance with the terms of an agreement executed 
between the town of Boscawen and the New Hampshire 
Forestry Commission, we are herewith submitting the re- 
port of work conducted in your town during 1922 in the 
control of the white pine blister rust. 


OBJECT OF UNDERTAKING 


In view of the widespread distribution of the pine blister 
rust, a serious bark disease of our native white pine, and 
the fact that the rust can spread from infected pines to 
healthy ones only through the medium of currant and 
gooseberry bushes, the town of Boscawen upon advice of 
the Forestry Commission, made available in March 1922, 
the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of putting into effect 
control measures throughout the white pine sections of the 
town. The town in making this appropriation did so with 
the understanding that such funds would be increased 25 
percent by the State Forestry Department. 


RESULTS ACCOMPLISHED 


The results of control work in 1922 brought to light the 
fact that a large amount of infected pines are present in 
Boscawen. This condition emphasized the necessity of 
getting out the currant and gooseberry bushes and indicated 
the foresight shown by the voters last March in making 
available funds for control work. 

The Forestry Department was glad to be able to place 
in Boscawen one of the best foreman in its Blister Rust 
organization, and much credit is due him for the manner 
in which the control work was carried on. 
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The total number of infected trees discovered and re- 
corded were 626. There is little doubt but what many . 
more could be picked up if a careful search and count were 
conducted. The heaviest infections found in 1922 were 
on the lands of F. L. Gerrish, Fred James and Ed. Clough. 

The Forestry Department has made a practice of hiring 
in each town a number of local men to fill up the crew 
to standard strength. ‘The following residents of Boscawen 
were employed in Blister Rust Control in 1922: Harold 
Hardy, S. E. McCurley, George Derby. 

In addition to the areas worked with town and stand 
funds, 1,390 acres were covered on the lands of Messrs. 
Clough, Gerrish and James, these men paying for this 
work. A total of 93,197 currant and gooseberry bushes 
were located and destroyed through the above private co- 
operation.

PLANS FOR 1923 


In view of the present known distribution of Blister 
Rust on pines in Boscawen, the Forestry Department can- 
not do otherwise than recommend continuing control work 
until all of the pine lands in town have received protec- 
tion. It suggests that $400.00 be appropriated, and this 
sum, increased 25 percent, plus the balance of the 1922 
funds should be sufficient to complete the remaining areas 
in Boscawen. 

The Department further suggests that this report be 
read at Town Meeting and published in the Town’s An- 
nual Report.

I trust that a few of the parents in Boscawen and Can- 
terbury will note that their children have given their 
towns a bad tardiness record. The parents and citizens 
of Canterbury and Salisbury should realize that the 
poor attendance in their towns is wasteful of the teach- 
ers’ time and the town’s money. 

In small New Hampshire towns, whose inhabitants 
are largely of old New England stock, it ought not to 
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be necessary to employ a truant office to drive children 
to school.. School Boards, however, neglect their known 
duty if the conditions shown are allowed to continue in- 
definitely. 

Iam glad to report that the changes in the teaching 
force last. September were few and that the changes 
during the year have been fewer still. The salary range 
is from $576 per year to $935, Loudon paying the high- 
est and the lowest salary. Only two graduates of normal 
schools are employed by the rural towns of the union, 
one by Loudon and one by Boscawen. These teachers. 
receive salaries higher than any other teachers in the 
union outside of Penacook. 

Several excellent teachers are employed who are not 
graduates of normal schools. A number of these have 
recently taken summer courses. All the other teachers. 
would receive help and inspiration ‘from a six-week 
course during the coming summer. 

The character of instruction throughout the union 
is Improving and will continue to improve if the teach- 
ing force can be made fairly permanent. We should. 
plan to retain most of our teachers for another year, 
urging several (and requiring a few) to attend summer 
school. In perhaps no case would there be a gain in 
changing teachers unless we should be willing to pay 
a higher salary for the new teacher. 

The institute for rural teachers held in Loudon last 
Fall gave practical help to the teachers who attended. 
I hope that some other town of the union will try to 
secure such an institute during the coming year. 

An old teacher who recently died in Loudon left a 
bequest to the school district for buying maps and 
globes. The income of this bequest will, in a few years. 
time, give Loudon an excellent supply of maps and will 
keep them renewed as they wear out.
